MODEL IS HELD 


IN A MURDER 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5. — Mrs. 


Grace Bafatti, said to have been once 
a model for noted New York and San 
Francisco artists, remained in the city 
jail here today awaiting her hearing 
on a charge of having killed Harry 
Baratti, musician, her husband. 


The hearing has been set for Decem- 


ber 22: 
"My husband killed himself with his 


own revolver," she steadfastly de- 
clared. 
"He was terribly worried over finan- 


cial affairs and I think the worry must 
have broken his spirit." 


Pressed for further dissussiou of her 


husband's death she firmly replied:

Her big, 
bright, brown eyes refused to give up 
their sparkle, despite the ugly charge 
against her, and were well set off by a 
mass of silky black hair. Tall and of 
perfect figure she moved about the jail 
with a dignity which demanded atten- 
tion. 
"We are certain Mrs. Baratti killed

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Farmers 


produced greater crops this year than 
in almost any year of the past decade, 
but their purchasing power, Instead 
of showing a proportionate Increase, 
registered a. sharp decrease. Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace declared to- 
day In his annual report 


Parm products this year fell to be- 


low the pre-war level while other 
general commodity prices remain at 
from fifty to 100 per cent above the 
lev«l of 1914, Wallace stated. 


Wallace diagnosed the cause for 


the condition of the farm and the dis- 
crepancy between farm products and 
other commodities as overproduction 
of many crops, high frrfght rates, high 
•wages In Industry, economic depres- 
sion, depreciated currency in Europe 
and generally unsettled conditions. 


While there Is no overproduction 


from the standpoint of world needs, 
cevertheless the 
farmers overpro- 


duced from the standpoint of main- 
taining reasonably high prices, he 
said. 
Industrial ,labor, Wallace pointed 


out, has been able to keep hold of 
most of the gains "in wages made 
during the war period; farmers on 
the other hand have not been able to 
keep prices up. Increased taxes also 
help Irritate the condition of agri- 
culture, Wallace said. 


"The cotton country Is better off 


than three years ago," the 
report 
states. "The shee'p industry, espe- 
cially in the range country, is getting' 
out of the slough of despondency;, 
fattening hogs and cattle has been 
fairly profitable. Cattle raisers, how- 
ever, have not done so well."

Germans Believe That Only the Un- 


expected Can Restore Its 


Value. 


BERLIN.—(By Mail.)—Americans 


ia the United States are storming 
their friends and relatives in Germany 
with requests for information with 
regard to the disposition of their 
marks. 


The great brotherhood of "sack 


holders" seek a way out. 


Millions o! dollars were invested in 


German marks by Americans at prices 
which, tho at the time of investment 
comparatively low, have 
entailed 


practically total loss to the American 
speculators. Americans who bought 
80,000 marks, for example, at 6 cents 
each, at a total cost of $4,800, find 
their marks today worth less than $10. 


Americans in Germany are at a loss 


what to answer their friends at home. 
Nobody in Germany or anywhere else 
knows wHat the mark will do. Every 
effort seems to have been undertaken 
to stabilize the mark—so far without 
avail. The mark drops by hundreds 
and thousands to the dollar every day. 
Germans themselves refuse to keep 
their marks—they change them Into 
dollars, pounds and into merchandise. 


German bankers when asked their 


opinion regarding the future of the 
mark, shake their heads and point out 
what it has been doing for the past 
year or so, that efforts of committees, 
commissions, government experts, de- 
crees against speculation, etc., have 
not even for the moment slackened 
the downward rush. 


And they see no reason why the 


mark will be stabilized, unless some- 
' thing extraordinary Is done. 
They 


further suggest that should the mark 
become stable at the present rate, it 
will have little value to the specula- 
tive Americans. The American ,who 
got rid of his mark i several months 
ago at a small lor.s was' apparently 
the winner. The others have, to all 
intents and purposes, lost their entire 
investment. 


Ten thousand marks bought by an 


American at $100 a little more than a 
year ago are worth a little more than 
a dollar today. If the American spec- 
ulator sells now his loss is practically 
total; if he holds on, it may be ab- 
solute. 
The German government is turning 


out an average of about 40.000.000.000 
paper mark a week. 
There is no 


additional gold reserve behind this 
stupendous issue, to make the money 
valuable.

T is a pity that th« evils of improper ventilation arc 
not better understood. 


Doctors demand fresh air and all the other sim- 


ple things in every-day living, not because you will fee' 
better and have a good appetite, but because you must 
follow these practices or suffer the probability of ac- 
quiring some serious illness. 


Lack, of proper ventilation, dirty lodgings and per- 


sonal nndeanliness cause many ills. Among such'ail 
ments is a condition called "adenitis." 
This word 


means inflammation of a gland. If the inflamed glanc' 
is in the neck—the cervical region—it is called "cervi- 
cal""adenitis." 


The trouble is particularly prevalent in children. When I was a 


young doctor this form of adenitis was popularly called "scrofulous 
glands." Even now It is counted by i 
many as a symptom of "scrofula." To- I 
day it Is believed that such glands show 
» tubercular tendency. 
I 


Do not be disturbed by this statement, 


because catarrh, bad teeth, diseased 
tonsils and ear trouble may produce 
this condition- 


You see, the* lymphatic glands are a 
sort of filter to take out of the circula- 
tion any foreign material which may 
do harm to the general health. When- 
ever a gland becomes inflamed because 
it Is overworked, mo to speak, you should 
take warning. 
This condition is shown first by the 


presence of "kernels." 
These kernels 


are really an enlargement of the glands 
of the neck. The sub-maxillary glands, 
the glands under the jaw, are affected 
first 
' - 


In the beginning, these kernels are 


freely movable*under the skin. Then, as 
groups of glands become infected, large 
masses of thickened tissue result, 


As th" trouble progresses, an abscess 


may form. This means that pus germs 
have found their way to the irritated 
gland and suppuration takes place, Tbfn 
there is "pointing" of the abscess, 
breaking-of the surface of the skin and 
discharge of pus, 


It is not uncommon for the little bole 


to remain open. It fails to heal and 
continues to run. .It Is slow to heal be- 
cause of the anae~mlc dondltlon of the 
patient.

This is the way to mount the coil 


described in the last article if you are 
going to use it with a crystal. 


Hooking Up the Unsoldered Coil. 


The first thing to do in hooking up 


the unsoldered coil described tn the 
last article is to go over,it carefully 
and see to it that all connections are 
perfectly tight 


Assuming that everybody who ie go- 


ing to use a crystal detector has a 
buzzer and a dry cell, it will he a very 
easy matter to test thia coil and find 
out if everything is all right 


Connect one of your dry cell to 


one post on the buzzer and connect 
the other side of the dry cell to the 
lowest binding post on the coil. Then 
fasten a wire to th« other post ou the 
buzzer binding post while .the switch 
blade is on the first .contact point. 


If you get 
a buzz there you will 


know that that part of your coil Is all 
right Then place the switch blade on 
the second contact point and touch the 
•"•ire to the upper binding poet again 
and see if you get a buzz. 


In this way test the coil with the 


switch blade on each of the contact 
points and if you get a buzz on all of 
them, it will be safe to go ahead. 


Xow to hook up the apparatus, you 


bring your aerial lead-in and wire it 
to the upper binding post You run 


another wire from the upper binding 
post to one side of your crystal de- 
tector, another wire from the other 
side of the crystal detector to one side 
of your phones and phone condenser 
and another wire from the other side 
of your phones and phone, condenser 
to the lower binding post 


This lower binding post is also con- 


nected to toe ground. Then you install 
your buzzer tester by also running it 
to the ground connection as I have ad- 
vised on all other crystal detector 
hookups and you are ready to tune in 
vour signals. 
In using thia coil it is best to stand 


it upright on a board and have your 
detector and two binding posts or else 
fahnestock clips for your phones. 


To mount this coil firmly it is only 


necessary to cut out a piece of fairly 
heavy wood, screw it on to the base 
board but be sure screwing it down, 
you must be sure that the box tits 
over it tightly, so that you can screw 
the boi to the piece of wood at least 
two places. 


You will thus hav* a very compelte 


and efficient set at a minimum of ex- 
pense and trouble!

Industrial Scavengers. 


'When I entered the employ of the 


Ford Motor Co. Mr. Ford had about 
him the group 
of great executives 


mentioned In the preceding chapter. I 
doubt if there ever came together in 
any organization a body 
of_ men of 


greater ability, each in his own line or 
of finer ideals, or 
broader human 


sympathies. Certainly no group of 
men were ever more devoted to the 
best interests of their company, or 
were more loyal to their employer. 


Loyalty, of course, went for nothing 


Mr. Ford derides it; seems to doubt 
whether euch a think exists between 
employer and employe. Men work for 
money. I have always felt it is a pity 
that he fails to make use of some of 
these finer things in men—does not 
recognize that there 
la something 


which money cannot buy. 


In addition to this group of great 


executives 
there were hundreds of 


men in the second and third ranks of 
the organization who manifeeted the 
same enthusiasm in their work, and 
the same loyalty toward their em- 
ployer. 


In every one I met, with a few ex- 


ceptions to be mentioned later, I found 
a deep and genuine 
interest in the 


well-being of Ford employes. How to 
humanize the industry to a still 
greater extent was the subject upper- 
most on all occasions where Ford men 
met together—in small groups of em- 
ployes, in conferences of executives, 
in meetings of foremen, at banquets, 
and managers' conventions. One felt 
one's self to be a part of a great ex- 
periment in applied Christianity in in- 
dustry. The spirit of service, heip- 
fulnees and cooperation permeated 
practically 
the whole organization. 


The world was told that in the Ford 
Motor company it had an example of 
what could be achieved thru a j'ust, 
generous and 
humane handling of 


labor. Here was a corporation with a 
soul. 


But there are men in every organi- 


zation to whom the higher things hi 
life make no appeal. There were some 
men of this kind hi the 
employ of 


Henry Ford. They never understood 
the better, finer policies of the com- 
pany, and never ceased 
to ridicule, 


criticie and misrepresent the efforts 
put forth to improve the human rela- 
tions within the industry. 
To them 


the morale of the organization meant 
nothing. They also "louted loyalty on 
the part of employ * ~~ being of no 
value. They stoutly held that men 
worked for two reasons—their wage, 
and the fear of losing their jobs. 


The humane treatment of employes, 


according to these men, would lead to 
the weakening of the authority of the 
"bosB," and to the breaking of dis- 
cipline in the shop. To them the eole 
end of industry was production and 
profits, and the one sure way of get- 
ting these things out of labor was to 
curse It, threaten it, drive it, insult it,

times like UIP piesent, when there are 
moie meu than jobs, when often men 
arf driven m pi eduction to the point 
oi exnauslton, the scavenger, whose 
delight is m the brutal methods that 
prevailed m the days of slavery, is 
having his day in many an industry 


It does not lequiie many men of 


this soil to destio\ a company's repu- 
tation lor just dealing, cloud its good 
name, and convert the good-will of la- 
bor and the general public into silent, 
but cffeane opposition.

It is curious that both Lloyd George

Lloyd George having discovered that 
you can not govern an empire, and 
Henry Ford discovering that you can' 
not govern a factory, by idealists'. 
Perhaps they are right. I am simply 
recording the fact as an interesting 
one. Still some of us will cling to the 
theory that men respond more gener- 
ously to good treatment than to harsh, 
that men can be led to do up to their 
fullest capacity, and that all are..bet- 


humllate it, and discharge it on the | ter for being led than driven. 
slightest provocation, in short—to use. 
a phrase much on the lips of such 
men—"put the fear of God into labor." 
And they 
were always thinking of 


themselves as tie little gods who were 
to be feared. 
There were not many men of this 


sort In the Ford company when I 
entered it. But the few who were 
there seemed to,Tie in a closer and 
more confidential relation to Mr. Ford 
than those who stood for the better 
things, and this in spite of the fact 
that for the time being he seemed 
heartily in favor of the humane 
policies then in force. 


Why he made familiars of men of 


this class was a profound mystery to 
those of us who saw only the other 
side—the nobler and better side—of 
him. In an article by Mr. W. P. Wil- 
son, which appeared some time ago 
in the World's Work, entitled "An In- 
timate Study of Lloyd George," there 
is to be found this paragraph: 


"Asked why the 
(Lloyd George) 


sometimes 
chooses 
such 
curious 


friends, he would probably answer 
that you can not govern mankind by 
idealists. 
"You need scavengers to 


clean your streets,' is one of his most 
Interesting maxims. 
Lloyd George 


has always been particularly careful 
to select skillful scavengers. 
They 


are in attendance on him everywhere, 
loyally doing the dirty work of na- 
tionaT housekeeping. 
He is as much 


amused with them as he is with any 
other menagerie. 
He loves the un- 


usual and grotesque. . . - No great 
man ever suffered fools more gladly. 
And the fools know it. ... 
Lloyd 


George Is the apotheosis of the com- 
mon man. He has the common man's 
contempt for theory, the common 
man's contact with facts, 
Henry Ford is also particularly: 


careful to select skillful scavengers on 
occasion when he deems their ser- 
vices necessary . They seem to fur- 
nlsh him with the unusual and- the i 
grotesque al which he does not frown. 
IT he does not smile. If the work of 
certain clerks in the shop is not 
wanted, why tell them so? .Smash 
their desks. That is quite nnusaal. 


It became evident as time went on 


that either the men who stood for the 
better things in the organization, or 
the scavengers, must go. The ideals 
and policies announced in 1914-1915 
became increasingly difficult 
of en- 


forcement. Rules for the handling of 
employes were bent and frequently 
broken. Then came the depression of 
1920. 
Curtailment in production was 


followed by curtailment of construc- 
tion work. The wheels stopped. So 
also the incoming stream of gold. 
Staggering obligations were ahead. 
Men were let out from necessity. That 
in itself merits criticism. It was'not 
what was done, but the manner, inso. 
many Instances in which men were 
discharged. 


If there is any act in industry that 


should be uone with the utmost con- 
sideration, it is the act of discharge, 
especially in the time of crisis. 


It is sufficiently painful and hu- 


miliating to be brought face to face 
with unemployment and all that fol-

Mr. Johnson thinks he ought to pay 
the coat. 
The present annual operating cost. 


Mr. Johnsons says, is 15J5 million dol- 
lars a year, and the saving is already 
SO millions for the 250,000 in the state. 
If he pays the expense of meeting 
iederal aid and also pays for mainten 
ance he will save another 15 million.

Color Ffcvorites. 


Dr. Thaddeus L. Bolton, professor of 


psychology in Temple university oC 
PMtadeiphia, one of the meet widely 
known workers in the field of color 
research, has found that blue is the 
favorite color of men, anct combina- 
tions of blue or black and yellow the 
most popular with women. 


Dr. Boiton declares that the popular- 


ity of violet as a royal color is due to 
the fact taht it has always been costly 
and in ancient times, difficult to ob- 
tajL He remarks that blue is the 
color most generally employed by 
advertisers who -use 
colors, 
and 


that it is also used generally in in- 
terior decorating. He advocates blue^ 
and yellow as substitutes for red and 
green in railroad and 
automobile 


traftic, signals, "because on« out of 
every &urty or thirty-five men is color 
blind to red.and green, while altnoat 
no one is color 
blind to blue and 


yeilow". 


These researches are interesting be- 


cause they indicate that we have the 
tastes of the injst highly civilized peo- 
ples. Psychologists have taught for 
years that, savages and peoples in the 
earliest stages of civilization are at- 
tracted by vivid colors, ju^t as they 
are attracted by motion and. sound. 
The same thing is true of children. 
Dr. Bolton Hods, for instance .that 
red is the favorite color of children up 
to the fifth grade, but that after the 
fifth grade their preference changes 
toljlue. 


As children grow up, and ae savages 


grow more civilized, their tmstes be- 
come more moderate. Thus grown" ups 
and civilized people dont reach for 
red whenever they go to the store to 
pickxput a necktie or a sash, nor do 
they jump up and down and clap their 
hands' whenever they see a train rush- 
ing past

neckties i£ apt to have the mentality 
of a child, according to the psycho- 
logists. Which may be why so many 
men object to wearing the cravaU 
their wives give them for Chriatma*.

potato growing section of tL-e state are 
being bought by big growers in other 
states. They want the dry laud kind 
because they" say it grows*"better seed 
potatoes. 
Two large seed potato 


houses in Chicago are planning to buy 
500 acres each in Box Butte county 
to raise seed stuff only. Othefc who 
use a lot of seed on their potato farms 
in other parts of the country are buy- 
ing Nebraska land in order to get seed 
that will grow. Texas is now a big 
buyer of the Bliss Triumphs, which 
grow better there than their own seed. 


Some one writes to inquire h'ow the 


federal courts have come to take juris- 
dictions over rate cases like tha,t of 
the Bell Telephone company. He 
points out that the state laws give any 
utility that is dissatisfied with a de- 
cision of the railway commission an 
appeal to the supreme court of Ne- 
braska. The question is rather diffi- 
cult of answer by a laymen. The Bell 
company and others that have pre- 
ceded it into federal court allege that 
the rate schedules against which they 
complain are so low as to be confisca- 
tory and that this results in their prop- 
erty being taken without due process 
of law, which is a violation of the four- 
teenth amendment to the federal con- 
stitution. 


The appeal to the federal 
courts 


direct from a state railway commis- 
sion is apparently a somewhat recent 
method, and the reason utility com- 
panies assign is that the federal court 
is not influenced by political con- 
siderations, not being elective and not 
being interested in pleasing the voting 
public. A few years ago when George 
A. Lee was one of the attorneys for 
the local street railway company he 
urged that 
sort of an appeal from 


some commission decision, and he had 
some difficulty in convincing associ- 
ates who were men ,of long practice 
that this was possible, e It was done, 
and tne case stuck there. 


The power companies that operate 


croBs-cgjintry lines have long main- 
tained that it is impossible to serve 
fanners with electric 
current for 


power and household 
uses for less 


than 20 cents a kilowatt ^hour. This 
has greatly hindered the development 
of this branch of. the business. A group 
of farmers in Saunders county have 
bonded their combined farms for $30,- 
000 to build a line to connect with the 
municipal plant at 
Wahoo and to 


equip their own lines, and propose to 
sell at from 11 to 14 cents a kilowatt. 
The experiment will be watched with 
interest by a good many diverse inter- 
ests.
